MORE ON PERTWEE 

Last month we told you that 10 
more adventures starring Jon 
Pertwee as the Third Doctor had 
been released for syndication in 
the United States. Well, һеге 5 
some more information. 

As some of you may know, a 
few years ago, the BBC discovered 
great gaps in its archives of 
Doctor Who material, caused by a 
combination of sloppy record- 
keeping and the requirement to 
erase tapes of materials which 
can no longer be broadcast be- 
cause of expired contracts with 
actors, technicians, etc. But when 
the BBC realized that Who was a 
marketable property, those con- 
tracts were renegotiated, and ef- 
forts were made to recover the 
missing adventures and episodes. 
To date, all of Pertwee (with one 
exception), Tom Baker, Davison 
and Colin Baker are complete, in 
one form or another, while there 
are still numerous gaps in the 
Hartnell and Troughton periods. 

Well, of the ten newly syndicated 
Pertwees, only four are complete 
and in color: “Spearhead from 
Space,” “The Curse of Peladon,” 
“Frontier in Space,” and “Planet 
of the Daleks.” A fifth, “Invasion of 
the Dinosaurs," is in color, but has 
been edited to allow for a missing 
first episode. The other five stories 
are complete, but in black-and- 
white film versions. 

The first episode of "Invasion" 
is missing through a case of the 
previously mentioned sloppy re- 
cord-keeping: In order to maintain 
the surprise of the dinosaurs' ap- 
pearance, the title on that first 
half-hour is just "Invasion," identi- 
cal to that of a 1968 Troughton 
adventure, and thus it was erased 
when the Troughton story was. 

Speaking of Troughton, Lion- 
heart TV Internationalis preparing 
a package of five of the Second 
Doctor's adventures for release 


in the U.S. More on that as details 
become available. 

And in a future Who Knows, a 
report on exactly what (and Who) 
is in the BBC Archives, and what 
is still to be found.

Interview with Terrance Dicks 


Terrance Dicks' career as a 
writer for British television has 
contained quite a few successes 
over the past two decades. He's 
written several stories for The 
Avengers, and was asked to 
script an episode for Space: 1999 
(“The Lambda Factor"). In addi- 
tion, he's currently involved with 
BBC Family Classics, shown in 
the U.S. as Once Upon а Classic. 
He is, however, best known for his 
extensive association with Doctor 
Who. He began as script editor on 
the series near the end of the 
Patrick Troughton (Doctor #2) 
erain 1968, and lasted throughout 
Jon Pertwee's five years. Dicks 
is also responsible for over half of 
the nearly 90 Doctor Who noveli- 
zations from W. H. Allen (his latest 
novel, "Warriors of the Deep," is 
from Peter Davison's final sea- 
son). He co-wrote (with Malcolm 
Hulke) "The War Games," Trough- 
ton's last story and the first tale to 
mention the Time Lords and the 
Doctor's origins. His most recent 
script was "The Five Doctors," the 
show's twentieth anniversary spe- 
cial 

"Nothing on Doctor Who is pre- 
planned," said Dicks during a re- 
cent convention in Philadelphia. 


The procedure in choosing which 
Stories will be novelized is some- 
what "haphazard" and "impro- 
vised," like the Doctor himself. 

Will there ever be any original 
Doctor Who novels? Dicks said 
simply, "It's not necessary." Many 
novels have been derived from 
Star Trek, but there's a major dif- 
ference between the two pro- 
grams: Trek was on the air for 
three years, while Doctor Who is 
entering its 22nd season. For the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
Dicks claimed, this represents a 
"goldmine;" as long as there are 
Who stories yet to be novelized, 
there probably won't be any origi- 
nal stories in paperback. 

UNIT (United Nations Intelli- 
gence Taskforce), which is as- 
Signed to protect Earth from alien 
conquest, debuted in "The Inva- 
sion," starring Patrick Trough- 
ton. Dicks was present at the cre- 
ation of UNIT, "although that was 
really done more by Peter Bryant, 
who was the producer, and Der- 
rick Sherwin, who was the script 
editor then." (UNIT's commander 
had been introduced in a previous 
story, "The Web of Fear" as 
Colonel  Lethbridge-Stewart.) 
UNIT has since reappeared many 


times, particularly during the Pert- 
wee years, when the Doctor had 
been exiled to Earth by the Time 
Lords. “The reasons for that were 
basically economic," Dicks said. 
The BBC "wanted to bring the 
show 'down to Earth,' because it 
had gotten so expensive to al- 
ways go up into space." However, 
then-producer Barry Letts, Dicks 
and others soon found this situa- 
tion to be too limiting. "Anyway, | 
think it's kind of in the nature of 
him in Doctor Who that he travels 
in time and space you can't 
keep him on Earth for too long." 
Verity Lambert, the program's 
original producer, said in Tulloch 
and Alvarado's new analysis, 
Doctor Who — The Unfolding Text, 
that the Doctor had become too 
conventional, too Earth-bound, 
during the Letts / Pertwee years 
"That's fair enough," Dicks re- 
sponded. "As | say, it was quite 
simply an attempt to save money 
but it didn't work in story terms. 
We gradually broke away in one or 
two of the stories, and then went 
back to where we started, when 
he got the TARDIS going again," 
in "The Three Doctors." 
Dicks also had a great deal to 
do with the creation of the Doc- 


tor's arch-nemesis, that емі! re- |! 


negade Time Lord, the Master. 
“Barry Letts and | worked outthe 
Master between us in the Pert- 
wee days, simply on the analogy 
that a super hero needs a master 
villain.” The Doctor had been 
compared to Sherlock Holmes, 
“and we decided that the Doctor 
needs his Moriarty.” 

Contrary to fan rumor, there was 
no “ultimate” Doctor / Master 
story explaining their relationship 
in the works, when Roger Del- 
gado (who originally portrayed 
the Master) was killed in an auto 
accident. However, Dicks is glad 
that the Master (now played by 
Anthony Ainley) has returned to 
plague the Doctor. “They need 
each other," he said. 

After leaving the position of 
Script editor, Dicks wrote the first 
Tom Baker adventure, "Robot." 
(He had gone to the BBC, claim- 
ing that there was a long tradition 
on the series in which the retiring 
script editor wrote the next story.) 
Most of the scripts Dicks later 
worked on had a supernatural 
quality: "The Brain of Morbius" 
(Frankenstein), "The Horror of 
Fang Rock" (the "thing-in-the- 
lighthouse"), and “State of 
Decay" (vampires). Dicks admit- 
ted he likes horror stories and 
movies. "Robot," he said, was 
based on "King Kong," The robot 
grows to a monumental height 
and walks off with Sarah Jane. 

His original draft for “The Brain 
of Morbius" was somewhat dif- 
ferent from Robin Bland's сот- 
pleted script, in which the scientist 
Solon fashions a body for the evil 
Morbius. "Instead of Solon. 


Dicks said, "Morbius was going 
to have a robot" attempt to make 
another body for him. "That was 
the reason the body turned out so 
badly." 

Dicks had also planned to use 
"State of Decay" for the 1977-78 


season, with Leela, but the BBC 


didn't want any competition with 
their own adaptation of Dracula, 
staring Louis Jourdan. The 
story was eventually made during 
the 1980-81 season, with Romana 
and Adric. 

When writing the novelizations, 
Dicks said he refers to both the 
Shooting script and the videotape. 
"Some of the earlier episodes 
aren't available" to him on tape, 
"so you have to rely more on the 
Script.” How much expanding 
Should be done in the novels? 
^Well, some things you have to 
expand, like what do people think 
and feel, and also you have to 
add descriptions of characters, 
sets, and atmosphere," but he 
doesn't think they should go 
beyond that. lan Marter (Harry 
Sullivan during Tom Baker's first 
two seasons) has written noveli- 


zations which expand quite a bit, 
in terms of events and violence. 
Dicks said, "Thats a different 
way of doing it. My feeling is that 
the job of the books is to reflect the 
television show, and that's what 
they're for." 

Because writers are usually 
asked to contribute to the show, 
Dicks doesn't really have any 
great, unused plot ideas lying 
about. After a writer is invited to do 
a script, "you then try to come up 
with an idea that they like. So, па 
sense, all the ideas that I've had, 
I've used . . and one tends not so 
much to start thinking of ideas in 
the abstract. I'm not saying it 
couldn't happen; the idea for a 
marvelous Doctor Who story 
might float right into my head, but, 
professionally, you're much more 
geared to somebody saying, like, 
"Would you like to write “The Five 
Doctors“? Okay, fine, what am | 
going to do? That's when you sit 
down and start sweating out the 
story.” 

The BBC had originally told 
Dicks that all five Doctors would 
be available (Richard Hurndall 
had been chosen to portray the 
original Doctor, created by the 
late William Hartnell, and the 
other four had supposedly agreed 
to appear, according to the BBC). 
As Dicks completed his first draft, 
he received a call from the BBC: 
Tom Baker would not be in the 
special, Dicks said he didn't really 
mind, since, from a technical 
standpoint, it's easier to divide 
story time among four Doctors 
than among five. 

In the completed version, Peter 
Davison's Doctor confronts the 


High Council, while his first three 
selves play the Game of Rassilon, 
and the fourth Doctor is trapped 
in the space/time vortex. (For the 
scenes of Baker's Doctor and 
Lalla Ward's Romana, producer 
John Nathan-Turner used foot- 
age from "Shada," written by 
Douglas Adams (known for his 
Hitchhiker series). This story had 
nearly completed filming, when 
work was halted by a strike at the 
BBC. Subsequent cast changes 
made any resumption of filming 
impossible, so, unfortunately, the 
footage for "Shada" lies in the 
BBC vault) In Dicks' original 
draft, Tom Baker's Doctor has a 
much larger role: he is the one 
who confronts Borusa and the 
Castellan, while Davison joins 
the first Doctor in infiltrating the 
Tomb of Rassilon. 

Dicks also said that he planned 
to use the Master as the behind- 
the-scenes villain, but script editor 
Eric Saward told him that every- 
body knows it's going to be the 
Master from the time the program 
starts. Realizing that Saward was 
absolute right, Dicks made Lord 
President Borusa the antagonist 
who seeks to rule Gallifrey for 
eternity. 

How long does it usually take to 
write a Doctor Who script? It de- 
pends partially, Dicks said, on 
how much time you're given. е 
hard рап is getting the basic idea 
and story structure right. Once 
you've gotten that, then you can 
say, ‘Okay, I'll put in 70 hours at 
the typewriter, then I'll finish it this 
week, or by the end of next week.’ 
But it's the thinking time, the crea- 


tive time, that it's hard to be sure 


about." Novelizations, however, 


are different because the “hard 
work" has already been done. 
With ‘The Five Doctors," he

continued, "it was when І came up 
with the concept of the Game that 
the whole thing began to fit to- 
gether. But you can never tell how 
long it would take you. Actually, | 
gotthat idea fairly quickly. | started 
thinking about them being kidnap- 
ped out of time and space, and 
that was really the basis of the 
whole story." 

Dicks warned new writers that 
it's very tough breaking into the 
British TV market. It would be ex- 
tremely difficult for an American to 
write a script for Doctor Who, sim- 
ply because the distances in- 
volved would make any face-to- 
face story conferences impracti- 
cal. He did suggest that writers do 
send in plot summaries to the 
BBC, if they feel they have a good 
enough concept. Although the 
chances are slim that the plot will 
be accepted, it certainly doesn't 
hurt to try. 


bidden elements when writing a 
Doctor Who script, he said, "There 
are certain limitations because 
of the time slot, which is early 
evening. And aithough it's not — 
and hasn't been for years — a 
Children's show, at the same 
time you've got to be aware of 
that. So there are obvious limita- 
tions on sex and violence, say, . . . 
although it's an action show, you 
have to be careful that you don't 
have anything too gruesome," but 
Since that often depends on the 
way a scene is filmed, it's more of 
a problem for the director and pro- 
ducer than for the writer. 

Dicks said that what matters 
more to the writer is what must go 
into the script: "keeping it moving: 
action, excitement, the pace and 
also, of course, something to 
make it different from all the other 
nine hundred Doctor Who stories 
that you're in competition with. 

He doesn't tailor the vocabulary 
ог sentence structure of his 
novelizations to suit the younger 
section of the show's audience. 
He said he writes the books "fairly 
Straightforwardly, but that hap- 
pens to be my style of writing, any- 
way." If children want to read one 
of the novels, then they should be 
able to understand most of what's 
going on, “and if they don't under- 
stand a word, they can skip it or 
they can ask somebody, 'What- 
does "disintegrator' mean?’ ог 
something like that." 

In regards to a writers' union in 
Britain, Dicks said, "The BBC 
doesn't operate a closed shop, so 
there's no kind of thing you're 


forced to join. But there is a good, 
and quite influential, union called 
the Writers Guild.” It used to be 
called the Screenwriters Guild, 
but it's since expanded to take in 
other media. Dicks is a member, 
as are most other professionals, 
he thinks, but it's not compulsory. 

Would he ever consider writing 
for the big screen? "Yeah . . . but 
the problem is, you see, that there 
are long odds on a movie script 
ever getting made, so you'd have 
to do a great deal of speculation.” 
Having agents circulate scripts is, 
on the other hand, a good thing to 
do. 

“I've always tended to work on 
actual jobs, where | knew there 


was a job, and | knew that some- 
body wanted it. And, luckily, I've 
always had enough of those to 
keep me going.” Dicks added that 
he mostly works on projects that 
he knows are going to be bought, 
and they usually take precedence 
over any other concepts. 

He doesn't expect to be asked 
to contribute a script for Colin 
Baker's new Doctor. “The Five 
Doctors" was a “special occa- 
sion,” he said. His experience 
with the previous incarnations 
made him the best choice to write 
that story, but current producer 
John Nathan-Turner is, for the 
most part, drawing upon a new 
group of writers. Dicks said that 


with changes in producer and [ў 
script editor, there are alway: 
changes in the “pool of writers. 
“They will find their own people, 
and it’s part of their job. It's quite 
right that they should.” He also 
pointed out there are no such 
things as “Doctor Who writers, 
merely writers for Doctor Who. 

When both Tom Baker and 
Peter Davison announced their 
respective departures, there was 
constant buzzing in the British 
media that the new Doctor would 
be a woman. Does Terrance 
Dicks think this will ever happen? 
"| think a Time Lord has enough 
problems without going through a 
Sex change."

Doctor Who and the 
Daleks, Doctor Who and the 
Crusaders, and Doctor Who and 
the Zarbi were all published in 
hardcover in 1965 by Frederick 
Muller, Ltd. Target did not acquire 
the rights until much later, and re- 
leased their versions on May 3, 
1973. When "The Daleks" made it 
to the top ten children's bestseller 
list, they were inspired to continue 
the series. So Target has now been 
novelizing the stories for twelve 
years, not the twenty-one years 
Mr. O'Neill would have us believe!

At the 
same time, he wore a dark red or 
burgundy colored coat, a red-and- 
blue-violet striped scarf (not the 
multi-colored early scarf), argyle 
Socks and red (same color as the 
coast) shoes. In some episodes he 
Switched back to boots, but he al- 
ways wore burgundy-red with that 
shirt. 

The next time artwork is featured 
with that type of shirt on Tom, 
Yanchus should remember to lo- 
cate a color photo of the Doctor 
during the 1980-81 season. But 
look on the bright side: at least he 
won't have to worry about using 
seven colors at various lengths 
anymore!
